A Traffic Arraignment is a court hearing, which will be held
at 2511 Camindo Entrada in Santa Fe. This will be your
opportunity to see a judge and resolve your traffic citation(s).
Please bring your citation(s) and documents with you to
court.

The date and time of your Traffic Arraignment will be
indicated on the bottom of your citation. You must appear
in court on that date and time, unless you resolve your
citation(s) by 4:00 p.m. the day before your

Traffic Arraignment date.

You may resolve your citation(s) by:

1. Paying your citation(s); or
2. Providing documentation, which will permit the court to
dismiss your citation(s).

Each of these are discussed in this brochure.

COURTHOUSE HOURS FOR PAYMENT
MON - FRI 8:00A.M. - 4:00 P.M.

If the officer was unable to give you a Traffic
Arraignment date, you must come in to Municipal
Court to set a date. This must be done within 10 days
from the date you received your citation(s).

We recommend you arrive 30 minutes earlier than scheduled as
the earlier you check-in, the sooner you will be seen.



PAYING YOUR CITATION(S)
Pay your citation(s) in advance of your Traffic
Arraignment date by mailing your payment along
with your citation(s) to:

Your payment must be received before your Traffic
Arraignment date. The court is not responsible for
mail delays. You may pay in person at the Santa Fe
Municipal Court. The Municipal Court does take
MasterCard, Visa and Discover credit card payments,
along with cash, checks and money orders.

If the "Penalty Assessment™ box is checked on your
citation, you must pay the penalty assessment by mail
or in person at the Santa Fe Municipal Court at

2511 Camino Entrada in Santa Fe.

If the "Court Appearance" box is checked on your
citation, you must appear in person at the Municipal
Court on the date indicated on your citation. Your
license will be suspended and a bench warrant may be
issued if you do not appear.

DO NOT MAIL COURT APPEARANCE OR
TRAFFIC ARRAIGNMENT CITATIONS TO
THE MOTOR VEHICLE DIVISION (MVD)

Moving violations, seatbelt violations, child restraint
violations and certain speeding violations have points
associated with them. Points may affect your
priviledge to drive and/or your insurance rate. Points
will not be added to your driving record if you attend
Defensive Driving School. The cost to attend ranges
between $40-$70.

Your license will be suspended and/or a bench
warrant may be issued if you do not appear in Court
or if you fail to attend Defensive Driving, if ordered
by the Court.

PROVIDING DOCUMENTATION FOR
DISMISSAL
You may have your citation(s) dismissed if you present the
following documents to the Santa Fe Municipal Court, no
later than 4:00pm the day before your traffic arraignment date.

No Registration/No License Plate

Bring the registration card that indicated you had registration
on the date and time of the issuance of the citation

No Driver's License

Proof of your vaild NM driver's license

No Insurance Citation

Bring the registration card that indicated you had registration
on the date and time of the issuance of the citation

At the time your insurance card is presented, court staff

may contact your insurance company to verifycoverage.

Deferred Disposition Requirements

The court offers the option to "defer" the disposition of your
case. Conditions of your deferral must be met in order to
dismiss your case. The court looks at what you've been
charged with, the facts of your case, and your criminal
history in determining if you are eligible for a deferral.

If all conditions are met, your case will be dismissed.
If not, a guilty finding will be on your record.

Non-Eligibility:

You are not eligible for a deferral disposition on a moving
violation if you have a commercial driver's license (CDL),
even if the violation occurred while you were driving a
private vehicle.
